SAVE MINERAL KING? 
FROM WHAT AND FOR WHOM? 


Mineral King is beautiful High 

Sierra country. 
Its valley is typically Alpine in 
nature; its peaks, rising up to 
and above timberline, have a 
rugged grandeur 
characteristic of other, similar 
areas in the High Sierra. 

Its white-water streams pour 
off steep hillsides, to rush across 
the valley floor and into the 
steep canyon beyond; its Aspen, 
some bent to the ground by last 
winter’s snow, its tall Pines, its 
brilliant, high-mountain wild 
flowers, its mineralized rocks, its 
clear air, its jagged peaks make it 
the magnificent country that it 


is. 
Mineral King and adjacent 


area has virtually no commerical 
development - a few cabins and a 
small store at Silver City; a 
scattered community of summer 
homes inside the valley and near 
the valley, all of which are 
reached by a safe but certainly 
not what would be classed by 
modern standards as a good 
mountain road. 

Mineral King was a roaring 
boomer as mining country 75 or 
so years ago; the area also 
produced lumber in the early 
days. But in recent years, it has 
been a sleeper, little known 
outside of Tulare county and the 
San Joaquin valley. 

Then came the Walt Disney 
people. 

Always, Mineral King has had 
unique physical features that 
other areas do not have; long 
slopes, bowls, elevation, reliable 
snow, accessibility - these things 
that give it the potential of 
becoming one of the world’s

great winter sports areas. 

Walt Disney Inc. is willing to 
develop this great Mineral King 
potential; the U.S. Forest 
Service, after calling for bids and 
considering all propositions that 
were offered, agreed to enter 
into contract to allow _ this 
development. 5 

Support for the project was 
enthusiastic because the 
proposed Disney. development 
would open a great new all-year 
recreation area; because its 
beneficial economic impact 
would be felt by Tulare county, 
the entire San Joaquin valley, 
and even the state of California. 

Then came the Sierra club as 
spokesman for those who call 
themselves conservationists. 

They charged that the Disney 
development would damage the 
natural beauty of Mineral King. 
(We say the development will 
change the vistas, and change the 
scenery, but it will not. kill 
beauty, it will only somewhat 
change the style of beauty.) 

They charged that a 
significant number of Redwood 
trees will be endangered by the 
proposed new road to Mineral 
King. (We do not believe this. 
We do not believe Redwood 
trees will suffer any more than 
in Giant Forest - where they 
seem to be doing nicely.) 

They charged that the Disney 
development will bring 
contamination to streams in the 
area. (We believe that 
resirictions under the 
development agreement are 
sufficiently strong to prevent 
this, and certainly it is 
technically possible to do so.)

They charged that 
commercial development of 
Mineral King sets a dangerous 
precedent concerning sanctity of 
National Parks. (This ain’t 
necessarily so, and need not be 
80,0 0°° 

They charge that 
development will upset the 
ecology of the Mineral King 
valley. (After looking up the 
definition of ecology, we say 
that this is likely correct. But we 
must add; So what?) 

They charge that Mineral 
King’s federal game preserve will 
be violated by the Disney 
development. (Deer will likely 
move a bit, but there is a lot of 
land just over the ridge. And 
who knows but what deer and 
people will get along pretty well, 
as they do in heavily-used 
national park areas.) 

They urge that Forest Service 
procedure be altered so that 
responsible public comment is 
sought. and considered before 
committments are made on all 
significant appropriations of 
public land. (We believe that 
responsible voices have been and 
are being heard. We reject the 
obvious inference that only 
voices of the so-called 
conservationists are “responsible 
voices.” 

And we further reject the 
apparent idea that conservation 
means isolation and non-use of 
public lands. We believe 
conservation involves use of 
public lands - not the same use 
of all such lands; certainly not 
contamination or desecration of 
public lands; certainly not

Seedless Grapes’ 


VISALIA — Thompson 
seedless grape harvest is 
underway in all areas of Tulare 
county, with quality good and 
yields above average, according 
to weekly report by Elvin O. 
Mankins, agricultural 
commissioner. 

Concerning other farm 
commodities, Mankins states 
that peach, plum and nectarine 
harvest is about completed, 
except for a few late varieties. 

New crop citrus is coming 
along in good shape; Valencia 
orange harvest is moving slowly 
and grade-out is heavy; tomato 
harvest is practically completed, 
vines have been disced under, 
and new plantings for fall 
harvest are doing well and are 
being staked. : 

Weather has been ideal for 
cotton growth; treatment for 
cotton bollworm is underway. 
Some fields of blackeyes are 
maturing. Sugar beet harvest is 
continuing. 

Milo head formation is 
satisfactory and the crop is 
beginning to mature in early 
plantings; later plantings are 
making a good growth.

Both Contribute Toward ‘1913 Dime” 


LOUISVILLE — Compared to 
“the 1913. dollar, today’s dollar is 
worth only 27 cents, and if the 
present five per cent rate of 


inflation continues, in 25 years | 


it will be worth only “a 1913 
dime,” Jenkin Lloyd Jones, 
president of the Chamber of 

_. Commerce of the United States, 
said this week. 

- He blamed the inflationary 
trend on deficit spending by the 
federal government, 
wage-gouging by government-fa- 
vored labor unions, and federal 
money sought by “chamber of 
commerce types - for,’ alas, we 
are human, too.” 

Jones, who is also editor and 
publisher of the Talsa Tribune, 
spoke on “The Dime Dollar’ at 
the Kentucky State Fair’s 
Chamber of Commerce Day 
luncheon. 

He pointed out that, over the 
past 10 years, federal spending 
has risen 112 per cent - from 
$92 billion. to $195. billion. 
Nondefense spending jumped 
163 per cent ‘in that time - from 
$37 billion: to $98 billion. The 
increases include: — Federal 
payroll costs, up 100 per cent; 
community development and 
housing, up 180°per cent; health 
and welfdre spending, up 200 
per cent, education and 
manpower, up 500 per cent. 

Interest on ‘the debt has 
jumped from $9 billion to $17 
billion a year atid the national 
debt has increased $55: billion. 
This, he said, “‘amounted to 
chucking one $1,000 bill out of 
the window every six seconds, 
day and night, for the past 10 
years.” 

Of labor’s blame he said: 

“The National Labor board, 
which is supposed to be an 
impartial body, has behaved 


more and more like the agency 
of the unions... . 
“The tight monopoly of the 


. building trades unions in many 


areas has kited the price of 
construction out of sight. We are 


seeing $9-an-hour plumbers and . 


$10-an-hour brick masons. We 
see the national economy 
wracked as the ports of the 


nation are periodically tied up: 


by dockers and maritime union 
members. Some of these strikes 
are designed not to improve 
wages and working conditions, 
but to levy penalties against new 
technologies which would 


cheapen the cost of ‘shipping for © 


every consumer. 

“A pistol to the head is not 
collective bargaining. 

“The union leadership is not 
acting irrationally. It is hard for 
a business agent to counsel 
moderation if he knows that 
some member will arise at the 
back of the hall and say, ‘Elect 
me - I can get you more.’ It is 
natural that union leadership 
would press for monopoly, for 
the right to discipline the 
membership by levying heavy 
and capricious fines, for the 
elimination of — state 
right-to-work laws and the 
reimposition of the privilege of 
the secondary boycott. 

“It does no good to point 
fingers of scorn at this behavior 
because a lot of business would 
behave just about the same way 
if there were no restraints on 
cartels, . price-fixing and 
collusion. 

“But the fact remains that as 
long as a rigged market can be 
maintained in labor due to 
special privilege granted for 
political advantage it will be 


‘possible for certain wages to far 


exceed productivity. This forces 
up prices and feeds inflation.”

WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
Congressman Bob Mathias has 
announced that President Nixon 
has authorized an additional $25 
million to pay for relief and 
recovery activities in California 
as a result of record flooding this 
year, 

This authorization brings to 
$38 million the total Federal 
funds allocated to California this 
year for disaster relief. 

This money will be used for 
such assistance as repairs and 
replacement of publicly owned 
property and for public health 
_ measures. The regional Office of 
Emergency Preparedness in 
Santa Rosa will be responsible 
for allocating the $25 million to 
the areas of greatest need 
throughout the state; Kern and 
Tulare counties will be entitled 
to receive some of this new 
Federal assistance, due to the 
tremendous amount of damage 
that occurred in the two 
counties.

differential between city and 
county residents; Supervisors 
Ray Muller and Fred Batkin 
voted against the measure. 

-Persons living outside 
incorporated cities will be forced 
to pick up the amount of tax 
revenue represented by the 
exemption given property 
owners living inside cities. 

Although this action settles 
_the issue for the 1969-70 fiscal 
year, cities will continue their 
effort to gain complete 
exemption from the. county 
structural fire tax, which, in the 
opinion of city administrators, 
amounts to the entire county 
fire control budget - or some 29 
cents on the property tax rate. 

Stand of the five 
‘incorporated cities involved is, 
“We will accept the 12-cent tax 
reduction, but we do not accept 
the reasoning behind it. Cities 
should pay no county fire tax.” 
Last year incorporated cities 


that maintain public libraries 


received a nine-cent cut: in the 
county library tax. This means 
that property owners living 
inside the city of Porterville will 
pay 21 cents less property tax to 
the county than persons living 
outside incorporated cities.

Mentz estate. 

In the collection are 75 
baskets, representative of the © 
highly developed - but now 
almost lost art - of the Yokut 
Indian basket weavers. Also in 
the collection is a bow and reed 
arrows, a small grinding bowl, a 
cradle board, and two blankets. 

Accepting the basket 
collection for the museum was 
Marie Brey, chairman of the 
Porterville Museum committee. 
Joining with her were Gene 
Duncan, the Porterville chamber 
of commerce representative on 
the museum committee, and 
Bob Dusek, president of the 
chamber.
